The Tone Bombs are a group of four seasoned musicians 
rom the South Jersey area: Jack Zawacki, Dan Eyer, Joe 
Faunce and Ronno. Together they do a great job of com- 
bining good music with a good time. Regardless of your 
musical taste, you can’t help but enjoy one of their shows 
because they incorporate so many different styles. 

Although they each have extensive musical backgrounds 
and have crossed paths in the past within groups like 
Nothin Fancy and See Spot Run, they got this band to- 
gether a little over a year ago.

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Ministry Surprises Some And 
Pleases All At Lollapalooza

STANHOPE, NJ — Waterloo Village in Stanhope, NJ, 
hosted the summer concert and festival event known as 
Lollapalooza in August. The bands represented some of 
the hottest Alternative music on the scene today. Lush, 
Pearl Jam, Jesus and Mary Chain, Soundgarden, Ice Cube, 
Ministry and the Red Hot Chili Peppers all played to a 
sell-out crowd of over 20,000 people. In fact, according to 
other sources, around 20,000 tickets were sold, but 
around 40,000 people showed up. All of the bands were 
good, but some were surprisingly so. 

Pearl Jam and Soundgarden both jammed incredible 
sets, and Ice Cube, if youcould deal with the overdone 
profanity, was actually a lot of fun (this, coming from 
someone who is not a big rap fan, is a sincere compli- 
ment), but most surprising, to this writer, was the phen- 
omenal performance of Sire recording artists, Ministry. 
| was not sure of how well their heavily sampled music 
would transfer from studio to stage. Obviously it could 
because they played a fantastic set of old and new music. 
From “Stigmata’’ to “Just One Fix,” they kept the 
crowd writhing, moshing, and riding. 

We were able to speak with Ministry bassist Paul Barker 
about Lollapalooza and their latest release, Psalm 69, and 
also get some insight on the whole Ministry experience. 

M.K.: Explain the line-up. | know Ministry is technically 
Al and yourself; how-do the other musicians fit in? 

P.B.: Bill Rieflin, our drummer, he’s always been around, 
and he’s always welcome to work with us, but he lives in 
Seattle and we live in Chicago. We do about 80% of our 
work without him. Only for that reason is he not “in” 
the band, not a band member proper, we just do so much 
work without him. We always want to work with him, but 
he’s not always around. Mike Scaccia, who went out with 
us on our last tour and he worked on the new record as 
well, lives in Dallas. We had to bring Bill and Mike into 
Chicago to work. Michael Balch also worked with us for a 
while, then duty called. He lives in Vancouver now. As 
far as the live band is concerned, Roland Barker is playing 
keyboards, Bill is playing drums, Mike Scaccia is playing 
guitar, and we have two other guitarists, Sam Gladwig and 
Michele Bevin. 

M.K.: Characterize yourself. 

P.B.: Myself? I’m a sensitive art lover. My primary thing 
outside of working on music and reading is riding motor- 
cycles. 

M.K.: How about your partner in crime, can you charac- 
terize Al? 

P.B.: He is a very immediate and reactionary man. He is 
very off the cuff. He has an excellent memory and is a lot 
of fun. z 

M.K.: How would you bill your music? <<

ATLANTIC CITY - On this past 
September 6, at the Basin Blues 
Festival at Gardner’s Basin, I had 
the opportunity to witness one of 
the great blues legends live and up 
close. 

Robert Jr. Lockwood is probably 
one of the only blues guitarists 
alive today who can truly play 
like Robert Johnson. Robert John- 
son, of course, influenced and in- 
spired so many rock stars such as 
Eric Clapton and the _ Rolling 
Stones. Robert Jr. Lockwood’s 
mother lived with Robert John- 
son, so Jr. Lockwood was kindly 
shown much of Johnson’s style 
by Johnson himself. 


The reason these were sueh val- 
uable and rare lessons is because 
Robert Johnson was very protec- 
tive of his unique guitar style and 
would even turn away while per- 
forming if he saw someone ob- 
serving his playing too closely. 
But because he lived with young 
Lockwood’s mother, he was kind to 
Robert Jr. Lockwood and it was 
evident by watching Mr. Lockwood 
play that he must have been paying 


attention during these lessons. To. 


watch Robert Jr. Lockwood play in 
person truly gives one the chills. 
When he played “Sweet Home 
Chicago,” (written by Robert John- 
son and the last song ever played by 
Stevie Ray Vaughn) you could just 
feel the early roots of rock ’n roll 
and every single rock guitarist to- 
day, no matter who his main in- 
fluences are, owes a little something 
to Robert Jr. Lockwood and Rob- 
ert Johnson.

(Morgan Creek) and live performance convey a band that’s 
hitting its stride. It is all so good. Singer Mark Mulcahey 
was busy with another interview, but I was glad to sit 
down and talk with guitarist/songwriter extraordinaire 
Mr. Ray Neal,: throbbing bassist Davey Mac, and the 
crushing drummer Spot Boutier. 


YSK: How’s “Drenched” doing in the charts? 

ML: It’s hard to tell. You can look at the chart. I am 
learning every day that there are so many new charts, a 
new category, a new initial CHR, AOR now, what’s the 
new one, alternative contemporary. It’s kind of like the 
middle-age VH1, groups like 10,000 Maniacs, Cowboy 
Junkies, etc. for my age group; alternative light music. 

YSK: Did Morgan Creek release it on both sides of the 
Atlantic simultaneously? 

ML: The British thing is just staring. We went over a 
few weeks back because at that point they had just re- 
leased our record and hadn’t told anyone. It’s on Polydor 
there. So we went over there to stir things up a bit, and I 
think we did. They want us back to do shows and things, 
so I wouldn’t be surprised if they start to push it. 

YSK: The tracks “Snacks and Candy” and “Waiting 
Room’ seem to be very important right now, very timely. 

ML: Unbelievable, I think. The single came out, and the 
whole concept of our tour is, when we started out, was an 
intellectual game of We Are All Lost, but now cities are 
burning and I guess we’re driving right through it. All the 
stuff we were thinking about and were trying to put into 
the record and tried to present on this tour are happening. 
What a great promotional gimmick by Morgan Creek. 

YSK: How did you guys get involved in the Byrds 
tribute CD, “Time Between’’? 

ML: Beats me, man. I’m not really a Byrds fan, really. 
That was before Dave and Spot actually. Mark and I said 
we’d do it and we were given a cassette of about 40 Byrds 
songs, and we had a hell of a time finding two that we 
liked. So we did it. In Chicago. 

YSK: Are the two songs you did on the “A Matter Of 
Degrees’’ soundtrack the demos you shopped around to 
different labels before getting signed to Morgan Creek ? 

ML: That’s a confusing story. The song Homer was re- 
corded specifically for that. Academy Fight Song was 
recorded for the film. They wanted us to re-record it, 


and then they didn’t like the way it was. They had edited 
the film, and the new version didn’t fit. They wanted us 


to chop the edit so it- would fit perfectly rather than 
throw the new version away and not use it. So the version 
on the sound track is not the version on the film. Both 
tracks were produced by Andy Gill of Gang Of Four. 

YSK: Homer was the first song you guys played together 
on in your new four-piece configuration? 

ML: Yes. It was just a thrill to have a song of ours in a 
movie and to sit next to John-John Kennedy, little John- 
John at the world premiere. When I got home, I told my 
mom I sat next to John-John Kennedy. 

YSK: Did you shoot any videos for songs on 
“Drenched”? 

ML: Yes, they ran on MTV’s 120 Minutes.

It’s no problem separating one 
from the other because we don’t work on them concur- 
rently. When we get Chris Connelly to come in, we are 
working on a Cocks record. 

M.K.: What are your feelings on the new release as 
compared to Twitch or Land of Rape and Honey? 

P.B.: Well, | really like it and | feel it’s a logical pro- 
gression from those earlier records. | like what we are 
doing and | like where we are going. 

M.K.: The sound has become almost “angst ridden.’ 

P.B.: Angst ridden!!! Basically we are trying to make 
the most abrasive, heaviest, challenging music that we can. 
We have that personal challenge when we go into the 
studio. A Cocks record is much more satyrical and not so 
narrowly focused as far as it being so abrasive and “in 
your face.” It’s a slightly different mentality. We think 
that this new record is fairly humorous. It’s pretty darn 
heavy and unlike anything else that’s out there. We went 
into this record with the idea, actually, of incorporating 
more guitars but that was it. “We liked the Mind record
